First Day's Proceedings of the 
St Louie Meeting. 

Bin VERT LTTILE AOCOMPLISHED.

St. Loms, Ang. 31.— Tho first (lay"s 
MUioD of the labor le.iders did not ac- 
complish very much. It is not behc-vcd 
the leaders have attained any dofinite 
resolt and, in fact, the president of one 
of the aatioaal organiutioDa said laat 
Bight that the failiue of the oonferenoa 
WM > fo regone ooDclngion. "I should 
feel ▼efy tntieh ehaprrined," said thia 
gentleman, "if I h.id any part 1b the 
conrening of this conference." 

There were 88 delegates in the con- 
ference representing the following or- 
ganizations : United Mine Workers of 
America, the Social Demooraoy, the 
American Federation of Labor, the 
Stonemasons' International union, 
Brotherhood of Painters and Decora- 
tors, Brotherhood of Bottle Blowers, 
Building Trades Council of St. Loais, 
the Patriots of America, International 
Brotherliood of Track Foremen, the 
Single Tax League of America, Central 
Labor Council of Cincinnati, the Inter- 
national Typographical union, the Peo- 
ple's Party of Kan.sas and the Interna- 
tional Order of Freedmen. There was 
one woman delegate— Mrs. Mary Jones 
of Chicago— who represents the Social 
Democracy. 

W. B. Prescott of Indianapolis, presi- 
dent of the International Typographi- 
cal nnlnn, was chosen chairman, and 
A. M. Pearco of Colnmbns secretary. 

The cliairman then named as the 
committee "on resolutions and plan of 
action," W. G. Pearce of the minen, 
W. D: Mahon of the street railway 
men, Victor Berger of Milwaokee, who 
represents the Social nemooraojt in 
whose favor Mr. Debs declined ; Q. O. 
Clemens of Topeka, reweienting the 
Popoliste, and Jamei R. Borer^gn. 

Mr. Batchford then tocdt the floor. 
He went orer the minen' etiike fh>m 
iti inception to the preaent day and 
dwelt 'particnlarlT npon "goremment 
bj injunction." He pleaded for prompt 
Mtionand coming to the point of his 
orguntat, advocated aapeoid eeaeion of 
congrcM aa the beat and in fact the only 
relief. "I beUere," aaid.Mr. Ratchford, 
"a apeoial teaaion of congress is neces- 
aarj to define the rights of the people of 
(his ooontrr— if they have an^. I be- 
Uere if anffldent time were given, the 
preddent of the United Sutea will caU 
aapedal sesdon on the matter of in- 
junctions and find meaBa of relief from 
the existing tronblea in the labor world. 

"In case of refnaal." said Mr. Ratch- 
ford, impressively, after an ontborst of 
cheering had subsided, "it will then be 
time to consider more extreme meas- 
ures. I am in favor, if the president 
refuses to call congress together, of a 
complete paralysis of business. I be- 
lieve then in a syinpatht-tic strike." 

Mr. Pat ( ''Neill of Rich Hiil. Mo., 
who said he rep; evented l.'idO nnorvaii- 
i;'ed "picks" favoivd a labor revoli.tion. 
He wa.x a socialist he saul. and believed 
in the niiiier.s taking things in their 
own hands if neces.sary. Hin fiery 
harangue pie.ised the audience greatly. 

Mr. .""'overeiirn put himself on record 
as opposed to Mr. Ratchford's jilan. He 
believed this would be tlie \a>t conven- 
tion to be held under present i onditions 
and that tlie crn'-uil te.st npw confront- 
ed organized labor. 

Mr. Mahon of Detrf>it said a resolu- 
tions coniiiiittee was useless. Thi- con- 
vention should vnte on Hatchford s 
propKiSition aud then j/o home. The 
power of the nation, lie said, was in the 
courts, and if any IkkIv was to be con- 
vened let it be the courts. He was op- 
posed to Mr. Ratchford's proposition. 

James M. Carson, pre.eident of the 
Illinois miners, then recited at great 
length the conditions confronting the 
miners of his state and said he believed 
hia men would be beaten in two weeks. 

Telegrams of greeting and protests 
against government by in.lunotion were 
received from the Populist execntlTe 
committee of the Sixteenth congres- 
sional di.-strict of Ohio, the German 
Tradea Assembly of Philadelphia, and 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades. A 
polite request to "quit monkeying and 
atrlke for single tax on land values," 
was then read from the Youngstown, 
O., single taxers and the talk went on. 
ilMr. Ratchford took exception to Mr. 
Oafwn'a statement that the Illinois 
minen had lost their atrike. He aaid 
^eailnenwere winning their atrike 
and f orthermore hia men were not ask- 
ing thia convention for aid. They 
wanted thii gathering to eradicate, if 
poaaiUe, the power of Injnnction. Tak- 
big a flULDg at Miner Pat Reilly he said 
a man who advocated the tue of Win« 
oheeten had no place in the convention. 
' 'Down onr way . ' ' said Mr. Ratchford, 
"minen don't ImOw How to handle 
guns." 

Jamea Hogan, formerly of tha Amer- 
ican Railway union, and now repre- 
aenting the Social Democracy of Ohlca* 
go; "GenerD" Bradley, of common- 
weal fame, and "General" Heinemailn. 
aTexaa Popnlial, kept np the flow of 
words until 6 o'olook. when the conven- 
tion adjotimed. 

The committee on resolotiflaa and 
plan of action was at work all aflerBOOB 
and nearly all latit night fcrmnlating a 
nJan, but ' declined to give any detuls. 
One member of the committee said : 

"The committee is running away 
from the issue, and . I am afraid the 
whole th'ng will result in a fiasco. At 
any rate there will be a tuinority report 
presented with the majority. There is 
Bome talk of goremment ownenhin ot

The 14 different organiiationa repre- 
sented in the convention nuUce an un- 
wieldy body, and it ia evident that all 
of them can not be aatiafled witii a 
platform formulated bjr Ave men repce* 
senting ao many hranchea of orgMiued 
labor. 

Although preeent in the oonventioo 
all day Mr. iJebe did not 4eak, nor did 
he put in aa appearanoe at laat night's 
maaemeeting, where he waa widely ad- 
rertfaed to make an addresi. Be is 
lepreaented on the reaolntiona commit- 
tee, howerer, by Mr. Berger, and aa he 
has remained preMy doae to the gentle- 
men composing thai ooniBlttee, it is 
safe to aay hia "Sooial Danocnqy" idea 
will be repreaented.

STRIKE I N A MUDDLE. 

Some Small Oper»tors Want to Start 
Their .Mlnais Payings the Advance. 

PiTT.SBUR(t, Aug. 31.— The Strike situ- 
ation in this district may be said to be 
in a muddle. It ia known that when 
Preaident DoUm left for St. Louie he 
was the bearer of an important proposi 
tion to be submitted to National Presi- 
dent Ratchford, which asks the privil- 
ege of starting some of the mines. It 
has the sanction of the district officials 
and only needs the consent of the higher 
otlicials. 

The smaller operaton hen will hold a 
meeting toiagne to make whatever 
promises the national ofllcenof the 
minen nquin. Theae oomton held a 
meeting laat week and it is said ob- 
tained 29 signatures to an agreement to 
pay the rate demanded, and not to sell 
coal to the "Big 18" combination, which 
controla the lake trade. 

If Ratchford givea hia oonaent, a 
number of minea will be atarted at once 
and in that event it ia predicted thfe 
strike will aoon be ended. 

One of the Big 18 aaid Uut night 
"If minee atart under anch an agree 
ment in the Pittabnrg diatrict, the jig is 
up. aa all of the atatea involved are con 
cemed. The hour that men are given 
the privilege of working in the Pitta- 
burg district, desertions from the ranks 
of striken in West Viivinia. Ohio, In- 
diana and niinoia will follow. If 29 
mines in the Pittsburg district should 
start they would not find a market for 
more than two cars of coal a dav each. 



PROSPECTS O F A SETTLEMENT. 

Arbitration Mar Be Agreed to Within the 
Next Forty-Eight Houri. 

Cleveland. Aug. 81. — A prominent 
coal operator in the Pittsburg district 
said last night that the minen' strike 
would probably be settled, temporarily 
at least, within the next 48 hours. The 
operators have been quietly negotiating 
with tin; miners' otticials since the ad- 
jonrnment of the Pittsburg conference, 
and a hettlcnieut ia believed to be close 
at hand. The operaton offered to pay 
the men 04 centa a ton. pending arbi- 
tration, if the minen would oonaent to 
such an arrangement, with the diatinct 
undentanding that the arbitraton 
c(niid not fix a pnoe below 00 oenta or 
above 69 centa. 

Preaident Ratchford made a connter- 
propoaition for arbitration, atipulating 
that the men be paid 09 centa a ton. 5 
cents of that price to be turned orer to 
a trustee or truateea and to be haid un- 
til the arbitration ia completedand then 
paid to the minen if the rate ia fixed at 
(!» centa. If the nte ia fixed below that 
hgure then a portion of the amount 
held by the trusteea ia to be given to 
the miners and the other nbated to the 
operators. 

A telegram was received from Presi- 
dent Ratchford with respect to the op- 
eraton' proposition but it was somewhat 
bUnd, and tne operators were nnable to 
tell whether he accepted the proposition 
or not. It is believed, however, that he 
will consent to arbitration, and it is ex- 
pected that work at the minea will be 
resumed before the elose of the week.

Johnaon, who waa atanding in the 
front door at the time of the explosion, 
waa hurled acroaa the atreet with great 
force and ia alao aerioaiiy injured. A 
fin in the atore in the barbenbop ig- 
nited the eeoaping gas.

New York, Aug. .SI.— The .Toumal 
and Adrertiser aaja : The aenaationally 
victorioua march of theOubans under 

Maximo Gomez and Antonio Maceo the 
entire length of the island in Martinez 
Campn.s' time has jii.st b' en duplicated 
by (Quintin Bauderas. This negro war 
captain, than whom no Cnban of the 
colored race, excepting only Moceo, per' 
hape, haa won greater honon in the 
present '•tmggle for independence, led 
l:il,000 men from the eastern end of the 
island, where the patriots in arin.s are 
strongest, to tlio western end, where, 
since Antonio Maceo's death, through 
the tnachery of hi.s body physician. Dr. 
Zertucha, the Cuban cause has not 
proapered ao weU. Theee 13.000 men 
npreaented all branchea of the Cuban 
army service. They penetnted into 
the provinces of Matanzas, Havana and 
Pinar del Rio. strengthening the exist- 
ing forces in each of those provinces to 
such an extent that the coming winter 
ca m paign there may be expected to be 
even aa diaaatroua for the Spanish 
arma aa ia the time of the redoubtable 
Macea 

The news of the brilliant achieve- 
ment waa brDught to The Journal and 
Advertiser by the mail from Havana in 
an autograph letter from Bandera s 
himself. In it he requests the pabli- 
cation of the proclamation that n.^ is- 
sued on taking charge of the depart- 
ment. 

Banderas says that the second inva- 
aion of the weat waa made in compli- 
ance with plana that were completed 
bv Maximo Gknues, the geneml-in- 
cnief himself, in June laat, and that 
the march was eifeoted with little or no 
trouble or moleatation txnm the Siiauish 
troops. 

"Wecroaaed their linea again anH 
again," he aaya, "but there waa no fight 
in them, and we had no battles. Our 
meir behaved nobly, ia the face of 
constantlr poaaible attacka by lartrer 
forces. Then waa no faltering at any 
time, and onoe more I have been able 
to admin the heroism of our soldiers, 
who have fought, an fighting and will 
ever fl>Hkt, I am convinced, until the in- 
dependence of Cuba shall have been at- 
tained." 

The proclamation intimates that there 
have been wholesale deeertions from the 
i>panish army in Havana province into 
the Cuban service, saying : 

"In taking command of this province 
send grtH'ting to all its forces, but 
more especially to the brave Spanish 
soldien of the Pizarro cavalry renment, 
whom I reviewed yesterday, andthoae, 
who, filled with sympathy for an op- 

Eressed people, fighting for their liberty 
ave come over to our files, in this way 
giving most direct lie to those who say 
that the Spanish soldier exists only to 
serve as food for the cannon, and for 
the purpose of affording meana to their 
officers to get titlee and decorations. " 

The rest of the proclamation is di- 
rected "to the men of my race," and is 
as follows : 

It only remains for me to appeal to 
the men of ray race, to point out to 
them that their post of honor is here 
by my side, reminding them that wo 
owe the liberty of our fathers to the 
revolntion of 1808, and it is my duty to 
present to them the example of that 
noble figure. Major (leneral Antonio 
Maceo, who died on tlie held for the 
'iberty of his country. 

Listen, countrymen, when, after a 
Mlttle, and, filled with national imde, 
we have gathered up the wound' d of 
he enemv to ^.'ive them the l ure that 
hey iiiJW nerd, many times I lia\i' 
leen covered with shame and my whole 
einj; has been thrilled with a terrible 
bitterness to .-see that the majority i f 
the wounded were men of my race who 
were tightiug againat the liberty of 
their country. 

I am confident, COUBtrynien. that 
you who have suffered so much nniler 
the despotism of ISpain, that, after read 
ing these lines, you will come to our 
side and enlist in the ranks of the army 
of this province to win a worthy jilace 
in hi.storv, and that yon will determine 
that, so far as each of you is concerned, 
it will henceforth never be possible to 
say that the colored race of Cuba helped 
to clinch tile manaolea Of tyranny on 
their own brothers. 

"Come, then, and help us redeem the 
fatherland, thus complying with your 
duty as honored citizens. Triumph is 
near. Here we are all brothers. Oar 
purp( 8e guides us in battle— to die light- 
ing, if necessary, for Cuba and liberty. 
Citizena of my race, long lire fne 
Cuba I"

Louis Luetgert, who is a remarkably 
bright lad for his age, produced some- 
thing of a sensation in oondnding his 
testimony and, it is believed, caused 
counsel for the prosecution to regret 
having placed him on the stand. The 
boy has already been examined twice as 
to his knowleoged of his mother's dis- 
appearance, and in neither case did he 
refer to having heard his mother about 
the house after he had been sent to 
bed. Yesterday he recounted how he 
had gone to a circus on the evening of 
his mother's disappearance. He re- 
turned about 10 :80 and found his moth- 
er to whom he described what he had 
seen at the circtu. While engaged in 
this conversation, he said, his father 
entered the room and ordered him to 
bed. Later he said, he heard his father 
descending the rear 8tair^vay in the di- 
rection of the sausage factory.
